Meeting  minutes,  March  23,  1984: 

The  newest  piece  of  business  that  affects  the  club,  and 
all  Radio  fiaateurs  in  general,  was  a  recently  updated 
Ripen . municipal  ordinance,-  the  text  of  which  follows: 

.."Radio  and  Television  Interference  -  Chapter  12.35 

Section  12.35.010  Prohibited.  No  person  shall  operate 
any  machine  or  equipment  which  causes  interference  wi|h 
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radio  or  television  interception,  when  such  interfere 
ence  can  be  prevented  by  repairs,  adjustsents,  the 
installation  of  corrective  appliances,  or  other  prac¬ 
ticable  alterations,  at'  a  reasonable  expense." 

Further  investigation  will  be  aade  as  to  whether  or  not 
something  can  be  done  to  aaend  this  ordinance.  Steve, 
HB9ZRE,  will  be  contacting  the  Aaateurs  involved  in  the 
incident  reported  in  OST.  In  addition,  the  City 
Attorney  will  be  contacted  to  discuss  the  ordinance  and 
the  federal  statutes.  All  Aaateurs  were  encouraged  to 
attend  the  Ripon  City  Council  aeeting  March  27. 

Ripon  Ordinance  Report.... 

On  Sunday,  March  25,  Steve,  HB9ZRE,  contacted  Thomas 
Falser,  WX4V,  the  attorney  who  represented  the  Aaateurs 
of  Indian  River  Shores,  Florida,  as  reported  in  QST. 
Tost  Provided  ZRE  with  a  brief  summary  of  the  actions 
taken  to  persuade  their  town  council  to  asend  their 
ordinance.  In  addition  to  providing  a  list  of  state 
and  federal  court  cases  supporting  the  Asateur's  pro¬ 
posed  amendment,  To*  sent  Steve  additional  docuaenta- 
tion  via  nail. 

Ken,  H9ITH,  researched  the  FCC  laws  pertaining  to  local 
government  control  over  federally-licensed  stations  and 
discovered  that  the  Communications  Aaendsent  Act  of 
1982,  Public  Law  Excerpt  Nuaber  97-259,  reserves  exclu¬ 
sive  jurisdiction  to  the  FCC  over  aatters  involving 
RFI. 

On  Tuesday,  Ken,  Steve  and  Hally,  KC9WQ,  attended  the 
Ripon  City  Council  seating  at  City  Hall.  The  aatter  of 
the  proposed  asendaent  was  placed  at  the  top  of  the 
agenda.  Ken  spoke  to  the  council  aeabers  on  behalf  of 
Ripon  Radio  Aaateurs,  The  City  Attorney  expressed 
hostility  to  favoring  the  asendaent,  stating  that  the 
Amateur's  request  was  over  reactive.  Ken  countered 
that,  as  the  ordinance  is  written,  the  City  of  Ripon 
would  be  required  to  act  on  any  coapiaint  of  interfer¬ 
ence,  including  federally-licensed  stations.  Ken  for¬ 
warded  several  letters  documenting  reasons  for  an 
aaendsent  to  the  council  chairman  for  further  clarifi¬ 
cation.  After  10  ainutes  of  additional  discussion,  a 
sotion  was  made  to  sake  the  following  addition  to 
Chapter  12.53: 

"The  provision  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed 
as  regulating  any  equipsent,  device,  appliance  or  appa¬ 
ratus  licensed  or  regulated  by  or  under  any  act  of 
Congress  of  the  United  States." 

The  notion  was  passed  by  the  City  Council  with  no 
dissenting  votes.

26-27,  1984.  One  of  the  first  itess  on  the  agenda  was 
the  election  of  officers  to  serye  until  the  1986  Annual 
Meeting  (approximately  a  two-year  ter*).  The  new  slate 
of  officers  is:  Larry  E.  Price,  H4RA,  President; 
Leonard  Nathanson,  H8RC,  First  Vice-  President;  Bar 
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B6EJJ  Third  Vice-  President;  Richard  Baldwin,  H1RU, 
International  Affairs  Vice-President;  David  Susner, 
K1ZZ,  Secretary;  James  McCobb ,  K1LLU,  Treasurer. 

The  following  directors  were  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  which  adiinisters  the  League's  affairs 
during  the  intervals  between  seetings  of  the  Board: 
Paul  firauer,  H8FIR;  Hugh  Turnbull,  H3ABC;  Lys  Carey, 
K0PGH;  Bay  Milius,  N4UG. 

The  Board  reviewed  background  material  on  future  ARRL 
participation  in  FCC's  Volunteer  Examiner  progra#  and 
discussed  the  matter  in  depth,  ultisately  reaffiraing 
ARRL's  desire  to  become  a  Volunteer  Exaainer  Coordina¬ 
tor  (VEC)  Dn  a  national  basis,  and  authorizing  the 
President  and  General  Manager,  on  the  effective  date  of 
the  rules  adopted  in  PR  Docket  84-265  to  perait  the 
recoupaent  of  expenses  by  VECs,  to  conclude  an 
agreeaent  with  the  FCC  for  the  ARRL  to  serve  as  VEC  for 
the  13  FCC-defined  regions.

People:  Three  tribes,  the  Ibo,  Hausa  and  Yoruba,  head 
a  list  of  about  250  ethnic  groups  speaking  as  sany 
languages.  No  iensus  has  been  taken  since  1963,  when 
55.6  sillion  people  were  counted.  Estimates  now  put 
the  population  at  dose  to  100  sillion. 

Religions:  Concentrated  in  the  north  and  east,  Hosless 
sake  up  sore  the  half  the  population.  The  south  has 
sany  Christians. 

History:  Nhen  the  British  arrived  in  the  late  19th 
century,  the  territory  that  now  is  Nigeria  was  a  series 
of  states  and  city-states  founded  by  the  area's  various 
ethnic  groups.  Nigeria  becase  independent  fros  Britain 
on  Oct.  1,  1960,  and  in  1966  a  military  coup  abolished 
the  elected  government.  The  next  year  civil  war  broke 
out  as  the  Ibos  fought  for  independence  as  Biafra,  in 
eastern  Nigeria.  The  war  cost  1  sillion  lives  before 
it  ended  in  Ibo  defeat  in  1970.  The  silitary  regime 
permitted  political  activity  in  1978,  and  the  August 
1979  elections  brought  filhaji  Shehu  Shagari  to  the 
presidency.  He  was  re-elected  in  August  19B3,  but 
ousted  by  a  silitary  coup  last  New  Year’s  Eve. 

Boyernsent:  Shagari  headed  an  Aserican-style  adsini- 
sfrltloni'with  a  bicameral  legislature  with  a  95-iesber 
Senate  and  a  450-sesber  House  of  Representatives.  The 
new  silitary  regise,  headed  by  Haj.  Gen.  Mohammed 
Buhari,  governs’  through  a  ,19-tsaber  Supreme  Military 
Council. 

Economy;  Kith  rich  oil  deposits,  Nigeria  had  a  boos 
economy  until  the  recent  drop  in  international  oil 
prices.  Oil  export  revenues  slumped  fros  $22.4  billion 
in  1980  to  $ 9.6  billion  in  1982.  Nigeria  has  external 
debts  of  about  $20  billion,  trade  arrears  of  $6.5 
billion  and  seeks  a  $2.00  billion  loan  froa  the  Inter¬ 
national  Monetary  Fund.

FIELD  DAY  -  YOUR  OPPORTUNITY

Spring  is  here  and  although  the  peak  excitement  of 
field  day  activity  is  just  a  short  time  away,  prepara¬ 
tions  by  many  Amateur  Radio  clubs  and  groups  throughout 
Hisconsin  began  long  ago.  The  primary  purpose  of  Field 
Day,  you'll  recall,  is  to  encourage  emergency  prepared¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  Amateur  dubs  and  other  groups. 

There's  plenty  of  opportunity  for  active  old  timers  to 


sqc_iation  L=XE?  - 

assist  new  club  members  in  learning  about  Amateur  Radio 
technology,  before,  during  and  even  after  the  Field  Day 
event.  But,  you  say,  everything’s  going  to  be  the  same 
as  last. year.  That's  superb  if  you've  got  full  par¬ 
ticipation. 

But  what  if  interest  dwindles?  In  order  to  get  every¬ 
one  trained  and  involved,  especially  the  beginners,  try 
changing  the  Field  Day  location  or  entry  class  every 
few  years.  For  example,  your  1984  site  could  be  on  a 
hill  at  a  caspletely  different  area  than  last  year,  you 
could  use  simple  antennas  and  operate  in  the  BRP  bat¬ 
tery-powered  class. 

Sound  ridiculous?  Hell,  first  consider  that  the  higher 
elevation  of  a  hill  could  boost  signal  strength,  while 
a  simple  vertical  antenna  might  develop  sore  U.S.  and 
Canadian  8SDs  per  hour  than  a  highly  directional  beam  - 
Field  Day  is  not  a  DX  contest.  On  the  other  hand, 
arranging  to  rent  cherry-picker  trucks  for  taunting 
beams  high  up  on  towers  shouldn't  be  on  your  priority 
list,  it's  not  in  the  spirit  of  the  original  intent  of 
Field  Day. 

Next,  the  QRP  and  battery-powered  transmitter  might  add 
excitement,  since  it's  more  like  spur-of-the-moment, 
get-together-what-you-can,  real  emergency  equipment. 

A  high.  Field  Day  score,  in  my  opinion,  is  of  secondary 
importance  and  not  necessarily  an  indicator  of  prepar¬ 
edness.  Club  members  can  develop  winning  station  set¬ 
ups  with  proper  guidance,  by  using  skilled  operators, 
and  through  planning  and  good  strategy  -  yet  keeping 
the  Field  Day  purpose  in  mind.  Clubs  competing  against 
each  other  in  Hisconsin  continue  to  strive  for  higher 
scores  each  year  and  unfortunately  may  reach  a  point 
where  the  effort  necessary  to  improve,  even  a  small 
amount,  overwhelms  and  frustrates  their  marginal  Field 
Day  participants.  That's  when  variety  and  ingenuity 
can  be  dispatched  to  the  rescue.- 

Fresh  ’thinking  by  leaders  in  y;mr  club  may  be  a  key 
step  to  help  all  Hisconsin  Amateurs  in  this  year's 
Field1  Day,  not  only  to  truly  prepare  for  emergencies, 
but  also  to  gain  insight  into  modern  Amateur  Radio  and 
kindle  new  enthusiasm.

Froa  Lake  Erie  Aaateur  Radio  Association,  (LEARA)

In  this  hobby  of  FH  coaaunicating,  each  of  us  has  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  spread  that  which  this  old 
world  greatly  needs:  friendship. 

Our  hobby  gives  us  the  unique  privilege  of  going  into 
someone  else's  life  at  any  given  soaent  siaply  by 
pushing  a  button;  once  there,  we  can  spread  cheerful-" 
ness,  syapathy,  knowledge,  understanding  --  whatever 
the  circuastances  may  call  for  —  if  we  but  care  a 
little  for  that  fellow  husan  being,  and  if  we  will  take 
the  tiae  and  expend  the  effort  to  take  that  first  step: 
Push  the  sic  button  and  say  “hello!" 

Our  money  outlay  for  our  rig  (or  rigs  in  most  cases) 
has  been  substantial.  Before  that,  we  had  to  work 
indeed  to  earn  the  privileges  of  being  licensed.  For 
most  of  us,  we  went  a  step  further  and  joined  the 
League  and  a  local  club  or  two  so  as  to  be  a  part  of  a 
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supporting  group  in  the  fraternity  of  Has  Radio. 
Frankly,  we  put  out  a  bit  of  effort,  tiae  and  money  to 
get  on  the  air. 

But,  once  they've  gone  that  far,  why  do  so  many  only 
listen,  or  not  even  listen?  Radios  apparently  go  un¬ 
used  for  weeks  on  end,  the  opportunity  to  sake  new 
friends  and  reinforce  old  friendships  gdes  by,  and 
never  is  that  costly  equipoe.-.t  dr  that  hard-won  license 
used  to  serve  pur  fellow  man  who  say  be  in  distress  on 
'  the  highway,  or  that  cosmOnity  organization  desperately 
in  need  of  effective  communi cat  ions  for  soae  special 
event.  If  service  to. the  public  is  a  basis  for  our 
being  extended  the  spectrum  privileges  we  enjoy,  (and 
it  is)  why  do  only  10%  of  the  Radio  Amateurs  volunteer 
for  such  service?  In  reality,  10“.  of  the  Aaateur 
fraternity  carries  the  obligation  for  the  other  90%. 

Aside  froa  the  public  service  area  such  as  parades, 
aarathons,  heart  and  cancer  benefit  drives,  etc.,  a 
substantial  nuaber  of  Asateurs  decline  to  converse  with 
the  new  voices,  or  even  with  transients  passing 
through.  Of  course,  almost'  every  area  appears  to  have 
at  least  one  private  repeater,  usually  on  an  oddball 
frequency,  or  a  little  used  band,  where  the  local  ego¬ 
centrics  hang  out,  but  you  can  forget  them  --  and  most 
folks  already  have.  However,  while  that  type  are  not 
missed,  the  fact  reaains  the  large  number  who  sisply 
don't  use  their  rigs  are  missed  --  certainly  by  those 
who  sight  need  sose  brief  assistance,  or  who  would  like 
a  few  ainutes  of  friendly  conversation  to  pass  the 
tiee,  or  even  revitalize  a  tired  driver  when  their 
calls  go  unanswered. 

Long  ago,  a  fased  Scottish  comedian,  singer,  and  song¬ 
writer  named  Sir  Harry  Lauder  loved  to  tell  of  the  old 
lamplighter  of  the  village  where  he  lived  as  a  boy. 
Each  evening  as  dusk  cane  on,  the  old  -aan  would  make 
his  rounds  with  his  ladder  and  light.  He  would  put  the 
ladder  against  a  light  post,  climb  up,  light  the  lamp, 
step  down,  pick  up  the  ladder,  and  proceed  to  the  next 
lamp.  “After  awhile,”  said  Sir  Harry,  “He  would  be  out 
of  sight  down  the  street.  But  I  could  always  tel 1 
which  way  he  had  gone  froa  the  lamps  he  had  lighted.’

The  League  has  already  filed  com¬ 
ments  on  PR  Docket  84-256  expressing  its  support  of  the 
iapleaentation  of  fees,  tnx  KB1N. 

ACTING  ON  A  RESOLD] ION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS,  The 
ARRL  filed  a  Notion  -for  Expedited  Action  in’the'matter 
of  PR  Docket  82-83.  The  docuaent  requests  the  Coaais- 
sion  to  expand  (JS  radiotelephone  allocations  on  the  75, 
15  and  10  aeter  Amateur  bands.  Also  filed  was  a  Peti¬ 
tion  for  Rule  Making  that  would  give  early  use  of  the 
24.890-24.990  MHz  and  902-908  MHz  Aaateur  spectrua 
alocated  at  the  1979  World  Adaini strati ve  Radio  Con¬ 
ference.  In  its  request,  the  League  seeks  to  amend 
Part  97.61  of  the  Rules.  Tnx  K31N,  ARRL
